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Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicants' arguments filed January 13, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

2. Applicants 1 arguments are directed to De Castro in particular. However, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). It is noted that the motivation for modifying the primary reference, Wolfbeis et al, 
is not simply based on the teachings of De Castro alone, but is based on what is taught 
by the prior art as a whole (e.g. Wallach, Jeffrey et al., Moretti et al., Werkhoven et al., 
and Dojindo) 

3. Applicants contend that while De Castro does teach (1 ) transition metal 
complexes that undergo ligand exchange for detection and (2) possible analytes 
include hydrogen sulfide, but De Castro does not teach utilizing the transitional metal 
complexes to detect hydrogen sulfide and De Castro is directed to a breath analyzer. 
First, it is noted that De Castro teaches the scope of the transition metal complexes that 
undergo ligand exchange are not limited to sensing moisture in a person's breath, but 
also sensing moisture for foods (Column 18, lines 54-65). Second, it is further noted 
that De Castro's claims in view of De Castro's teaching of particular analytes further 
suggest that transitional metal complexes to detect hydrogen sulfide. 
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4. De Castro et al. provides motivation for selecting transition metal complexes that 
undergo ligand exchange, in a general sense, because they are a particularly potent 
group of detectable components, and De Castro et al. utilize then as sensors that 
require short time to obtain results and can be packaged in relatively small containers 
(Abstract , Column 5, lines 35-45,Column 13, lines 24-29,Column 13, line 43-Column 
14, line 52). Even if DeCastro does not explicitly teach the combination, it would have 
been apparent from the disclosure and/or claims of De Castro for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to use the transition metal complexes for hydrogen sulfide detection, as 
evidenced by the other prior art cited in the rejection:: Moretti et al. (page 459) teach 
using palladium-calcein complexes to detect sulfides, and Werkhoven et al. teach 
palladium-calcein complexes to detect organosulfur compounds (Abstract).
